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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of claims 

1 . This is in response to applicant's request for continuation (RCE) March 6, 2006, 
in which claim 5 has been deleted and claims 1-4, 6-20 are pending. 

After further search and thorough examination of the present applicant and 
claims 1-4,6-20 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
(Thiriet (US 6,650,892) teaches a mobile apparatus includes a cellular telephone and a 
subscriber identification module (SIM). SIM s include an interpreter written in a 
computer langueage . A game program which is written in the same computer 
language , is laoded into the memory of the SIM and is interpreted by the SIM,s 
interpreter . The game program is then executed by the cellular telephone so that the 
game can be played (abstract). 

On other hand , the present application specifically teaches executable block 
code forming a recreational application, executable by the user at the mobile terminal 
pursuant to user interaction therewith execution of the recreational application forming 
said executable block of code generating at least an indicia of performance success of 
the execution by the user of said recreational application forming said executable block 
of code; a detector coupled to receive indications indicia of performance success 
generated during execution of the recreation application forming said executable block 
of code , said detector at least for detecting whether the indicia of performance is 
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beyond a selected threshold and for selectively generation a result indication indicative 
thereof; a formatter coupled to receive the result indication generated by said detector, 
said formatter for formatting the result indication into a signal transmittable upon the 
communication path; and a response message receiver coupled to receive a response- 
message communicated to the mobile terminal , the response message comprising a 
reward. These limitations , in conjunction with all other limitations, have not disclosed or 
suggested or made obvious over the prior art of record.
